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Academic Senate issues policy statement, 
profs to grade “as they see fit 


The Academic Senate has now decided 
to, in effect, back away from its pre- 
vious position requiring professor s to give 
only non-puritive passing grades 


The Senate will instead issue a ‘‘policy 
statement for the guidance of faculty mem- 
bers, This action came as the result of a 
long and often confused series of moves 
designed to end the use of D and F grades 
at Sacramento State College. 


The controversy started last year when 
the Academic Senate instelled a new 
grading policy at Sacramento State Col- 
lege. The new policy was designed io end 
the practice of giving students grades 
which reflected unsatisfactory perfor- 


mance in such a manner that they penalized 
the student later in tis academic career. 


To do this, the new policy abolished the 
grades of D and I’, and substituted two new 
grades of ‘‘credit’” and ‘‘no credit.” 
These new grades were designed io pre- 
vent unsatisfactory performance from af- 
fecting the student’s grade point average. 
The grades of A, B, and C were retained. 


A legal option irom the State College 
Trustees, however, ruled this new grading 
policy to be illegal. It was apparently 
in conflict with Title 5 of the state college 
administrative code. 

The SSC Academic Senate reacted by 
unanimously passing c resolution instruc- 


ting the teachers at SSC not to give any 
grades below aC, In addition, the Senate 
instructed the registrar, Jack Rooney, not 
to accept any grades submitted to his office 
if they were in conflict with the Senate’s 
action. 

However, Otto Butz, Acting-President 
of Sacramento State College, refused to 
sign the resolutions. He notified the 
Academic Senate that the new resolution 
instructing the use of only A, B, and C 
grades was also illegal under Title 5. 

The Senate then reacted by deciding to 
extract from its minutes all of the data 
compiled during its consideration of the 
question of grading policy, and to have 
this data compiled into a policy statement 


which would be sent to each faculty mem- 
ber. The faculty member would then grade 
as he saw fit in his personal professional 
judgement, 


According to some members of the 
Academic Senate, the faculty of SSC had a 
‘“‘contract” with the students not to issue 
punitive grades despite the trustees’ 
ruling, and this was the reason for the 
Senate’s actions. 


Other professors interviewed after the 
Senate’s latest move said that they would 
simply ignore the Academic Senate’s ac- 
tion until some kind of new grading 
policy is legally established on the SSC 
campus.

Let us first say that we hold no particular love for the Marine Corps.

In recent years, the Marine Corps has been charged on several 
occasions with brutality in their training methods, and the manner in 
which they administered the disciplinary stockade at Camp Pendleton 
caused a national furor. 


With that said, let us now turn to the drive to forbid their recruiting 
on our campus. We can find no merit in any argument that makes 
freedom of speech or freedom to enter this campus conditional upon 
the approva! of a vocal minority, or conditional upon the approval of a 
vocal majority. 


There are some causes that are unpopular. Nevertheless, as we 
understand the Constitution of the United States, it is designed to insure 
the rights of all, unpopular or popular. 


We can, therefore, no more support a move to prevent the recruiting 
by the Marines on this campus than we could support a move to forbid 
recruiting by the organizers of the Vietnam Moratorium. 


Freedom is, fortunately, not conditional upon the approval of the 
majority. Just as Spiro Agnew is playing fast and loose with the Con- 
stitution everytime he questions the right of dissent, so the liberal 
community makes a mockery of everything that it claims to believe 
in when it denies a forum on this campus to those views that it opposes.

First, I could 
simply refuse induction and be humiliated and prosecuted in 
my own country. Secondly, I could apply for a C.O. classifica- 
tion. Even though this could be in line with my own philosophy, 
I could face social and monetary repercussions for many years 
to come, Finally, | could go into the service and iearn to kill, but 
1 know | would be deceiving myself. - 


SENATOR MORRIS COTTON: There is no question that the draft 
is unfair in many ways. However, | believe President Nixon’s 
lottery system will in large part correct the present inequity 
by limiting the length of vulnerability to one year. “ 


MICHAEL BIENSTOCK (George Washington University): Yet it 
seems to me that there will always be a problem until the draft 
is finally replaced by a volunteer army, Some people say there 
would not be enough volunteers, but I doubt it. If the pay is 
adequate, there will be people willing to take the risk. The em-

ROGER ARCHER (Pomona College): I must disagree. 1! do not, 
favor a volunteer army because ‘‘volunteer’’ can never be more .

They 
have decided to take all the debate on the two resolutions they passed 
that they didn’t have any power to pass, and send copies of it to the 
professors. 

I figured it was to show the 
other professors what the senate does during their meetings, but that 
doesn’t make sense. If the academic senate was smart, it would try 
to make sure that none of the professors ever discovered what goes on 
at their meetings.

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A recommendation to combine 
the Educational Reform Committee 
and it’s parent committee, the Edu- 
cational Evaluation and Planning 
Commission, into a single standing 
committee of the Academic Senate 
awaits the unanimous consent of 
both respective committees. 


This proposal was submitted by 
the ERC Structures Committee on 
Dec. 4. The Structures Committee 
investigated the relationship of the 
ERC Committee to the EEPC and 
found it from their beginnings to 
be “‘uncertain and awkward.’’ The 
Structure Committee also report- 
ed, ‘‘While ERC’s relationship to 
its parent committee has always 
been a congenial and cooperative 
one, many members have felt that 
the nature and significance of the 
Reform Committee’s work make it 
deserving of a greater autonomy 
and of a closer connection with the 
senate. 


‘‘Given ERC’s strong activity 
in the past year in investigating

and proposing reforms such as 
convocations and EOP financing, 
and given the existence of other 
senate commnittees to deal direct- 
ly with issues and problems which 
otherwise might come to it, the 
EECP has remained relative- 
ly inactive, concerning itself 
primarily with superintending the 
Reform Committee.”’ 

The recommendation to join the 
EECP and the ERC into a single 
eormittee, to be called the Edu- 
cational Planning and Reform 
Commission, has been approved by 
the ERC and has been transmitted 
to the EEPC and to the Academic 
Senate for endorsement. 

The present chairmanof EEPC, 
Neil Barron, has approved the idea 
of a committee merger. The ERC 
Structure Committee also recom- 
mended that an appropriate number 
of additional students be appointed 
to equa! the total number of faculty 
members. in addition to the sug- 
gested membership of 10 students 
and 10 faculty, the ERC would like

Recently, four students from 
Sacramento High School visited 
Sacramento State College to act 
as a panel for Professor Douglas 
Michell’s ‘‘Adolescent Psychol- 
ogy” class.

seniors, plus Sam Rios, 16 year 
old junior. 

The four young men and women 
were seated in front of the class so 
that they could answer any 
questions. After a short intro- 
duction by Mr. Mitchell the class 
began their questions.

‘What do you think of the ed- 
ucation you’re getting at Sac- 
ramento High?’’ At this question, 
several of the students laughed. 
Mr. Rios began by saying, ‘‘it’s 
not very interesting. Most of the 
teachers are too old and we never 
get into the discussion stages in 
class.’’ Pat Cruz followed Rios by 
adding, ‘‘Budget cuts force out the 
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people who are involved leaving on- 
ly the people with tenure, just more 
of the establishment,.”’”

He also said 
that, ‘‘infor mation is withheld from 
minority students by counselors 
who don’t care,’’ Miss Hill thought

counselors Herb Scott answered 
that his counselor had told him

To date, the Senate has staunchly withstood attacks from the left 
and the right and even from theirownchairman. Courageously ignoring 
the wrath of dissident politicos bent on transforming academia into a 
political playground where petty politicians may test themselves in 
battle before entering the real world outside, the Senate has adamantly 
maintained the status quo. As muchas they may try, neither the radicals 
nor the conservatives have been able to gain the sufficient foothold 
necessary to make the Senate a lackey of libera.ism or tumbril of 
traditionalism. 

Fortunately, this year’s Senate, unlike others of past years, is not 
comprised of homemade amateur detectives ferreting out the ‘‘ills of 
the campus which we alone can solve."’ Instead, the Senate has con- 
scientiously and commendably, realized its intended function of handling 
problems that are brought to it, rather than looking around in dark holes 
and classrooms for an issue to pounce upon, 

They realize that SSC is basically a quiet campus of people who do 
not wish to be involved and the senate has aptly demonstrated that, to 
preserve the desires of the campus, it is not going to begin muck- 
raking at the expense of the solitude and complacency the college has 
earned and, due to the actions of previous entities, is now in threat of 
losing. 

If the students wanted change they would make it quite evident! The 
Senate, then, in simply preserving what we now have, is, contrary to 
what has been charged, faithfully and honestly representing the student 
body to the fullest extent. 

As for the lights, the Senate’s action of authorizing the contract 
{albeit an error which was !ater corrected) was finally a step in the 
right direction. By, in effect, denying the existence of the referendum 
petitions, a last-ditch die-hard attempt by the malignant minority to 
keep from the students what they obviously desire, the senate has 
saved the students much time and expense that would have been neces- 
sary in the campaign to affirm or defeat the lights. This is particularly 
true when one considers that the Senate would probably authorize the 
contract no matter what the results of the referendum showed. 

But, what some have hastily termedas closed- mindedness is actually 
an attempt by the Senate to relieve the students of the plague of propa- 
ganda and threats and wasted letters and commentaries the campaign 
would elicit. 

We, at least, are grateful to the Student Senate for having been firm 
enough to take a stand in affirmation of our rights to be safe from the 
opinion onslaughts which have so much beseiged this campus in previous 
times. 

The Student Senate may be taking the heat, but we, the students, 
get the benefits of the warmth, comfortable in the knowledge that this 
year’s Senate stands as a beacon in the night, protecting the campus 
from the crashing surfs of the radical reefs and conservative cliffs.

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College takes aim 
at urban problems

A new college deliberately de- 
signed with an eye to future edu- 
cational needs opened its doors in 
September. It is located on the 
site of what once was Camp Kilmer, 
the United States Army’s chief 
embarkation base during World 
War 1, 

Livingston College is the new 
unde unit of Rutgers, the 
State University of New Jersey. 
It began with 700 students, but en- 
rollment is expected to climb to 
3,500 within four years. 

Livingston College grew out of a 
decision by Rutgers that creating 
entirely new colleges made better 
educational sense than continuing 
expansion of existing units. 

The new college is planning a 
number of programs which will 
involve it and its students in the 
community, especially the inner 
city with all its problems and po- 
tentials. 

‘“‘We think of ourselves as an 
urban-oriented college,’’ says 
Dean Ernest A. Lynton, ‘‘because 
the problems of the city through- 
out the world are so major that 
every educated man and woman is 
going to have to learn how to con- 
front them.”’ 

Freshmen will be able to choose 
among a series of problem- 
oriented courses, each taught by 
specialists from a number of aca- 
demic fields. There will be a 
work-study program related to 
many of the academic courses. 

The strong urban emphasis 
which Livingston hopes to develop 
is centered in an academic de- 
partment which recently receiveda 
$205,000 grant from the Carnegie 
Corporation to develop new course 
work in the field of urban studies 


and community development. 

While certainly not all students 
at the general, liberal-arts college 
will be expected to take courses in 
the area of urban studies, aninter- 
est in the problems of the cities 
will be a dominant characteristic 
of the new school. 

Over a year ago the faculty of 
the new college voted to place spe- 
cial emphasis upon attracting and 
educating minority-group stu- 
dents. 

Reflecting that decision, the new 
university unit has one of the high- 
est ratios of black and minority 
students of any nonblack institu- 
tion of higher learning in the na- 
tion, One-quarter of the students 
and one-fifth of the faculty and 
staff are black or Puerto Rican. 

“Our goal is that Livingston 
College should be pluralistic in 
all aspects,” explains Dean Lyn- 
ton, a physicist who led the plan- 
ning of the college. 

‘We believe that the excellence 
of the college will develop, not in 
spite of, but precisely because it 
is a pluralistic institution. We 
hope to bring out the full intel- 
jectual potential of many students 
who have not previously demon- 
strated their true ability.’’ 

Among the Livingston freshmen 
are 115 young men and women 
described as ‘‘high-risk, high-po- 
tential students.”’ Their educa- 
tional. credentials are not up to 
traditional standards, but personai 
recommendations and records in- 
dicate a likelihood of ultimate aca- 
demic achievement. 

Not all of these students are 
black or Puerto Rican, and not all 
black and Puerto Rican students 
at Livingston are in this high- 
risk group. More than 1 percent 
of the student body are black and

minority-group students who can- 
not be considered disadvantaged. 

‘The quality of our freshman 
class compares quite respectably 
with that of other divisions of Rut- 
gers,’’ Dean Lynton comments, 
“The average Livingston fresh- 
man, including the special stu- 
dents, ranks in the top third of 
his high-school class, The aver- 
age student in the special high- 
risk group ranks just above the 
midpoint in his high-school class.” 

One of the chief characteris- 
tics of the new school is that stu- 
dents will have a far greater 
voice in the operation of the insti- 
tution than in most American col- 
leges. The faculty recently ap- 
proved a system of college gov- 
ernment which combines faculty 
members, students and adminis- 
trators into one assembly to de- 
termine academic policies. 

This academic assembly will 
assume the powers presently 
vested in the college faculty to 
make policy on such matters as 
admissions, scholastic standing, 
curriculum development, educa- 
tiona! policy, courses of study and 
related matters. 

“I think the faculty has rea- 
lized that today’s students need 
to have a deep concern with their 
own educations,’’ said Dean Lyn- 
ton. ‘The old idea of a college 
faculty meeting to work out aca- 
demic policies which it then im- 
poses on students is somewhat 
obsolete,’”’ 

The Livingston academic as- 
sembly consists of all faculty 
members, one elected student rep- 
resentative for every 50 students, 
and all major administrative offi- 
cers of the college. 

The assembly will set upa com-

Humanology 196 evaluates mathematically

The instructor is talking about 
love, beauty, truth, and, as you 
rapidly take notes, he diagrams 
a mathematical formula — the 
mathematical expression of these 
concepts — on the board, The 
instructor goes on explaining how 
to evaluate human values mathe- 
matically. 


The course is Humanology 196, 
an engineering course, and was 
introduced by Francisco de la 
Cuesta who also instructs the 
class. In its broad context the 
course is mathematical sociology. 
It does not relate to engineering 
directly, but, according to de la 
Cuesta, it does in its approach. 
This is where the problem lies, 
because the engineering commit- 
tee, who decides the curriculum, 


is threatening to discontinue the 
course maintaining that it lies 
outside engineering boundaries. 

However, de la Cuesta main- 
tains that because the engineer 
changes the environment it is im- 
portant that the engineer under- 
stands how they affect the 
environment. This course, said 
de la Cuesta, tries to answer that 
question. In teaching the course, 
de la Cuesta makes use of mathe- 
matics and losic. However he 
emphasizes that math is not truth 
in itself, but a language to express 
truth. 

Mathematical symbols repre- 
sent abstract concepts such as 
love, beauty, and truth and then 
by the use of mathematical rules 
one learns to control human values 
and emotions. This is not done 
numericaily, of course, but mathe- 
matically. The end result is a 
formula describing how human 


values interact with each other. 


Whether Humanology 196 will 
remain in the engineering depart- 
ment remains to be seen. It was 
first an experimenta! course, but, 
says de la Cuesta, the faculty 
backed it and it is now offered 
for three units of credit. There 
is only one section which includes 
both workshop and lecture. The 
course is taught from books by 
various engineers such as Alfred 
Korzyvski, Samuel Bois, and de 
la Cuesta’s own findings. 


De la Cuesta graduated from 
the University of Delaware in 1957. 
He received a masters degree 
from Indiana University in 1960, 
and a doctorate from the Univer- 
sity of Delaware in 1962, Before 
coming to Sacramento State Col- 
lege de ja Cuesta taught at the 
University of Vermont, and a state 
college in Minnesota.
